They will also vote on two bond- 
issue proposals—one calling for 
issuance of $1,500,000 in bonds 
for a park linking Aloe and Me- 
morial plazas, the other canceling 
the city’s authority to issue $825,- 
000 in bonds voted in 1934. 

Polis in the city’s 795 precincts 
will be open from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
Weatherman Harry F. Wahigren 
predicted temperatures tomorrow 
would range from 40 degrees to 
the low 50s, with no rain. 

Taverns will be clesed while 
polls are open tomorrow, City 
Hall likewise will be closed, as

Election Board Warning. 


The newly-appointed Board of 
Election Commissioners warned 
today it “will not tolerate irregu- 
lar and illegal practices in voting 
or in the counting of ballots.” 

Should complaint be made re- 
garding voting or the counting of 
ballots, an investigation of the 
reported incident will be conduct- 
ed “with all possible speed,” the 
board said. 

150,000 Vote Expected. 

Joseph Uxa,, chief clerk for the 
Election Board, dicted a total 
vote of 150,000, considered some- 
what above normal for a munici- 
pal primary. On the basis of the 
permanent registration list, 387,- 
220 residents will be eligible to 
cast ballots tomorrow. 

In the mayoral primary four 
years ago, the total vote was only 
91,873, but a bitterly-fought con- 
test this year between Raymond 
R. Tucker and Mark D. Eagleton 
for the Democratic nomination 
for Mayor is expected to bring 
out the vote, Political observers 
estimate the Democratic ballots 
alone will total more than 100,000. 

The race for the Republican 
nomination for Mayor is consid- 
ered one-sided. Carl G. Stifel, a 
real-estate dealer, has the back- 
ing of the Republican City Cen- 
tral Committee while his only 
opponent, Clifford G. Haley, a 
last-minute entry, has done little 
campaigning. 

Comptroller Candidates. 

Three candidates are seeking 
the Republican nomination for 
comptroller: Milton F. Napier, 
former state Senator; Arthur A. 
Bindbeutel, real estate dealer, 
and Joseph J. Holland, certified 
public accountant. Napier has 
considerable organization support. 

Milton Carpenter, the incum- 
bent, is unopposed on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. 

Tucker, former city smoke 
commissioner and civil defense 
director, is depending heavily on 
support from independent voters 
to overcome Eagleton’s heavy or- 
ganization backing for the nomi- 
nation for Mayor. 

Julius J. Noser, a third candi- 
date for the Democratic nomina- 
tion, is without organized support.

PLAZA BOND ISSUE IS KEY 
TO PROGRESS, SAYS MAYOR 


He Asserts Rejection 
Major Setback and 
Further 


Tomorrow Would Be 
Might Discourage 
Effort. 


The $1,500,000 city bond issue 
proposed for development of a 
park to link Aloe and Memorial 
Plazas is considered “the key to 
all future progress in St. Louis,” 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst declared 
last night in a radio appeal for 
approval of the proposal in to- 
morrow’s voting. 

Darst had a cold, and his ad- 
dress, broadcast by Station KXOK, 
was read for him Alderman 
Alfred I. Harris, c of the 
aldermanic committee on hous- 
ing and urban re-development. 

“In addition to giving the heart 
of our city a plaza sweeping all 
the way from Twelfth boulevard 
to Twentieth street, the park 
would pave the way for the first 
urban redevelopment project in 
St. Louis,” the Mayor pointed 
out. “That would be the con- 
struction of seven 12-story, mid- 
dle-income apartment buildings 
immediately north of the plaza 


area, 

“Actually, I look upon this bond 
issue as the key to all future 
progress in St. Louis. The newly- 
organized Civic Progress, Inc., 
formed to sponsor a program of 
broad public improvements, is 


ready to undertake a gigantic 
program for the entire St, Louis 
area. 

“However, I have a feeling that 
if the voters happened to say 
‘No’ to the bond issue for im- 


the city changed in any way.” . 
Razing the old buildings in the 
three blocks bounded by Fif- 
teenth, Eighteenth, Chestnut and 
Market streets would eliminate 
an eyesore, demonstrate what can 
be done to make St. Louis a 
better city in which to live and 
inspire additional improvements 
in the surrounding and . other 
areas, Mayor Darst emphasized. 
The proposed bond issue is for

JEFFERSON CITY, March 12 
~The House today tentatively ap-

Missouri and all state-supported 
colleges. 

The measure, introduced by 
Representative Leroy Tyus, Ne- 
gro, (Dem.) St. Louis, was: a 
proved by a voice vote with little 
discussion. Members of the House 
had debated it for a half hour late 
yesterday before adjournment cut 
off the discussion. 

An amendment which would 
have limited the scope of the pro- 
posed law was defeated by a vote 
of 45 to 26. Offered by Represen- 
tative Robert C. Smith (Dem.), Co- 
lumbia, the amendment would 
have permitted enrollment of Ne- 
groes in only the schools of law, 
journalism, veterinary science and 
business and public administra- 
tion, as well as all graduate 
courses, at the university. 
| Reason for Amendment. ’ 

Smith, who said the amendment 
was his alone and that he had not 
discussed thé matter with the uni- 
versity’s board of curators, told 
the legislators he proposed it be- 
cause he believed “a gradual ap- 
proach should be made to the 
problem of ending segregation.” 

“Segregation is wrong,” he said, 
“but I feel that, if a great num- 
ber of Negroes are admitted to 
the university and colleges at one 
time, there might be a repercus- 
sion and the entire program suf- 
fer a setback. 

“I believe we should approach 
the problem a step at a time. 
There are other questions which 
must be answered in connection 
with it, such as inclusion of Negro 
members on the faculties of these 
schools and determination of what 
should be done about Lincoln 
University.” , 

On this latter point, Representa- 
tive James McKinley Neal, Negro, 
(Dem.), Kansas City, asserted 
there will remain a need for 
Lincoln University. 

“We doubt that any larger 
number of Negroes would enroll 
in the state co or the uni- 
versity,” he said’ “The only way 


Lincoln University would be 


equalize education.” There is no 
place in our nation for first and 
second class citizenship. 

“This business of. making a 
gradual approach to the problem 
is entirely too slow. We would 
like to have something done about 
it in our life time.”

“And the tragedy of it is,” 
Reuther continued, “that the 
Taft-Hartley Act makes it most 
difficult to organize unions in the 
South, where they are most 
needed.”

HALLINAN 13 INDICTED 
ON TAX EVASION COUNT 


Wife of Progressive Party 
Presidential Candidate 
Also Accused. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 12 
(AP)—Vincent W. Hallinan, Pro- 
gressive: party presidential can- 
didate last November and former 
attorney for longshore leader 
Harry — was indicted on 
income evasion 
a federal grand jury yesterday. 

Hallinan and his wite, Vivian, 
were charged jointly with evading 
$65,221 7 federal taxes from 1946 
through 1} 

Robert. F: ‘Peckham, assistant 
United States attorney, said the 
Government also will seek more 
than $500,000 in civil liabilities, 
penalties and interest. 

The tax deficiencies relate both 
to the Hallinans’ personal income 
and the income from the Vincent 
Hallinan Trust, a San Francisco 
corporation. 

Hallinan accused the Govern- 
ment of “harassing” him because 
of his political activities. 

“We're going to fight,” he said. 
“We don't owe them a nickel. 
It’s one thing to get an indict- 
ment and another to get a con- 
viction.” 

The indictment listed seven 
counts against Hallinan and his 
wife. It charged them with re- 
porting a total five-year income 
of $122,558 when their actual in- 
come was $254,742. 

If convicted, the Hallinans each 
could be sentenced to a maximum 
of 35 years in prison and fined 
a total of $140,000. 

Hallinan, 57 years old, gained 
particular prominence for his de- 
fense of Bridges in 1950 when 
the Australian-born labor leader 
was convicted of lying about his 
Communist party membership in 
order to obtain United States 
citizenship. 

In the trial—which only Mon- 
day was taken under review by

— Hallinan was cited for con- 
tempt. Last year, after losing a 
long fight to overthrow the cita- 
tion, he served a six-month fed- 
eral prison sentence. Hallinan

In order 
to encourage the producers to ap- 
preciate the part played by the 
Royal Navy, the Admiralty was 
only too willing to place its ma- 
terial unreservedly at the dis- 
posal of the company.”

peared to be “a deliberate at- 
tempt to belittle our own (Brit- 
ish) efforts at sea.”

The Function of the Voice 

Throughout the furore over Senator McCar- 
thy’s assault on the Voice of America, it seems 
to have been taken for granted on all sides that 
the function of the Voice is to dispense propa- 
ganda. There has been disagreement over wheth- 
er the propaganda job has been done well, but 
none over the nature of the job. 

It is a welcome relief to learn, as reported by 
Marquis Childs, that somebody in the State De- 
partment is thinking along other lines. Some 
policy-makers, according to Mr. Childs, have 
proposed that the Voice adopt a straight, fac- 
tual approach to news and information, and try 
to capture some of the confidence which the 
British Broadcasting Corporation built up dur- 
ing World War II by these methods. 

How this line of thought fits in with Secretary 
Dulles’s emphasis on a “psychological offensive” 
employing all methods short of war and betrayal 
of our allies is not immediately apparent. On 
the surface, there seems to be a conflict. Per- 
haps Mr. Dulles is getting advice from his per- 
manent staff which clashes with his own pre- 
conceptions. 

The non-propaganda approach might be worth 
trying, if only for the reason that this may be 
the best way of.encouraging people to believe 
what the Voice has to say. Some persons are no 
doubt influenced by propaganda on the Moscow 
model, but millions of others know that they 
cannot rely upon it for a truthful version of the 
facts. Which is better, to influence a few or to be 
generally regarded as a reliable source of in- 
formation? 

Those who believe that American propaganda 
ought to match what is poured out by the Soviets 
say we must fight fire with fire. Must we? The 
St. Louis Fire Department and other profession- 
als in that line of work fight fire with water. 
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White House Ceremony 

The swearing in of Albert M. Cole, lame duck 
Congressman from Kansas, as the new Housing 
Administrator was made a special White House 
event with a smiling President Eisenhower among 
those at the ceremony. Now the housing pro- 
gram is in the hands of a longtime foe of public 
housing. The most charitable interpretation 
is that the President still does not know what 
he has been persuaded to do by C. Wesley 
Roberts, chairman of the G.O.P. national com- 
mittee, and other sponsors of Cole. 

But there is a hopeful sign. Twenty Senators 
went on record against Cole—the largest num- 
ber to oppose an Eisenhower appointment so 
far. It should be a satisfaction to residents of 
this area that four of these 20 Senators were 
Senators Hennings and Symington of Missouri, 
Douglas of Illinois and Fulbright of Arkansas. 

Over large sections of the country the signifi- 
cance of the Cole appointment has not even been 
whispered by the newspapers to their readers. 
But the people will find out in time. 
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Third Time the Charm? 
The House has taken the first major step in 
connection with fulfillment of the Eisenhower 
Administration's call to admit Hawaii to the

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Chiang’s Damage to Us in Burma 

What do Chiang Kai-shek’s advocates in Con- 
gress think of the dangerous situation which his 
Chinese Nationalist troops are creating in north- 
ern Burma? They are highly vocal in urging 
this country to ally itself with Chiang more 
closely. When the interests of the United States 
are being damaged by the association already 
existing, are they equally vocal? 

The State Department is reported attempting 
to persuade Chiang to call to Formosa the 10,000 
or so of his troops who were forced over the 
border by the Chinese Communists two years 
ago. These troops have been waging guerrilla 
warfare in north Burma and across the border in 
Yunnan province of China. How dangerous this 
warfare could be was shown when Red China of- 
fered to send in troops to help Burma suppress 
the Nationalist guerrillas. 

The Government of Burma declined, but the 
danger that Chinese Communists may be pro- 
voked to fight on Burmese soil still persists. 
There is the further grave danger that the 
depredations of the Nationalists may give the 
Chinese Communists provocation and excuse to 
move troops into Indochina, where the French 
are already up to their ears in trouble. 

Asiatics associate the activities of the National- 
ist guerrillas with the United States to a greater 
or less extent, and the Burmese Communists are 
doing everything in their power to see that it is 
a greater. The traffic in opium which the guer- 
rillas are engaging in, to procure arms smuggled 
in through Thailand, makes the association all 
the more unsavory. A Burmese officer has re- 
ported, moreover, that equipment captured from 
the guerrillas includes the latest United States 
carbines, mortars and machine guns. 

Senator Knowland of California said recently 
that United States forces should be sent to the 
aid of Chiang on Formosa. Speaker Martin of 
Massachusetts said the United States should 
supply ships for Chiang as it supplied de- 
stroyers to Britain in 1940. What do Senator 
Knowland, Representative Martin and other 
supporters of Chiang in Congress have to say 
about bringing legitimate influence to bear to 
stop the incendiary tactics of Chiang’s soldiers 
in Burma?

From an Address by the late Dr. Major G. Seelig 


Dr. Seelig, who practiced medicine in St. 
Louis for 40 years, died Wednesday at Ath- 
erton, Calif., where he had been living since 
his retirement. The. following article is 
from an address to the St. Louis Surgical 
Society. It first appeared in the Journal of 
the Missouri Medical Association and was 
reprinted on this page in the Mirror of 
Public Opinion May 21, 1943, when its au 
thor was 69. 


I stand before you in an uncertain mood 
of hesitancy and doubt. I am asked to 
reminisce. 

When I protested to the spokesman that 
through the years, I had been bored so 
often and so inexpressibly by reminiscers

Imagine to what length the vagaries of 
the human mind may lead by pondering 
over the thought that, under the guidance 
of Lane of England and Reed of this coun- 
try, surgeons, in fairly carnivorous fashion, 
took to ripping out colons for the cure of 
such simple disease as chronic constipation! 

In the spirit of progressive zeal, so char- 
acteristic of the surgeons’ guild, it was de- 
cided to wander farther afield and to lay 
low the spectre of gangrene of the extrem- 
ities. The cure rested on the principle of 
making the veins serve as arteries; in other 
words, to reverse the circulation. 


Sir Thomas Browne’s Doctrine 


I might tell of many more procedures 
that are now writ large in the chapter of 
trial and error, but I might be creating the 
impression that wisdom is now for the first 
time in history beginning to crystallize. 

I am sure that all will agree with me 
in my subscription to the doctrine of old 
Sir Thomas Browne that “the hypothesis of 
yesterday is the theory of today, the ac- 
cepted doctrine of tomorrow and the fallacy 
of the future.” 

The historian Lecky says, somewhere, 
that speculative opinions prevail, not by 
weight of argument, but rather by a pre- 
disposition to receive them. Men of science 
will always follow with advantage the ad- 
vice John Hunter gave to Edwin Jenner: 
“Don't think—try.” 

Surgeons of today are, of course, still 
trying the new, just as if they were not 
mindful of the fact that the hope of today 
may prove to be the frustration of tomor- 
row. One must be mindful always that 
the debit column of his own error looms 
large with possibility. 

Always the story is the same—a story 
that, as usual, found its first expression 
in the mind of the poet when he said: 

“And now the torch of truth is found, 

“It only shows how far we strayed.”

If this is what Miss MacInnes was doing, 
she has never let the free spirit be intelli- 
gent, Tyranny, fear, intrigue, vicilousness— 
all are here, but intelligent action is to- 
tally lacking.

You Can Bake a Dumpling 


By Hoyt Alden 


SK a young girl today if she 
A can bake a pie, and she'll look 
at you as though you'd mis- 
placed some of your marbles. Ask 
her if she can make, say, an apple 
dumpling, and she'll run like 
she'd seen a 
The dumpling stands in danger 


to the rescue. As a step in the 
right direction, I propose to pre- 
sent here a good recipe for an 
old fashioned apple dumpling, 
and we can only hope it gets 
circulated in the right quarters, 
namely, the great American 
kitchen. 

Even if the dumpling dis- 
appears, there will still be a 
record of its existence and how 
it was made. So, for the record: 

Boil two cups of sugar and two 
cups of water, seasoned with half 
a teaspoon of cinnamon and a 
fourth of a teaspoon of nutmeg, 
together for one minute. Add a 
fourth of a cup of butter. 

Now peel, core and quarter a 

half dozen good, tart apples. If 
they’re not tart, liven them up 
with a little lemon juice. 
' Next, the pastry. Sift together 
two cups of all purpose flour, a 
teaspoon of salt and two tea- 
spoons of baking powder. Cut in 
three fourths of a cup of lard 
with a fork or a pastry blender. 
Gradually add a half to two-thirds 
of a cup of milk and stir until 
all is moist. 

Roll the dough to quarter-inch 
thickness and cut it into six-inch 
squares. Now put four apple 
quarters on each square, Sprin- 
kle them with additional sugar 
and nutmeg. Brown sugar gives 
an excellent flavor, Dot gener- 
ously with butter. 

Now, lift the corners of the 
dough to the center and seal the 
packet by pressing the seam 
edges together with the fingers. 
Put them in an oiled baking pan, 
about an inch apart, and pour 
that syrup you made a while ago 
over the whole works. Bake them 
in a 375 degree oven for 30 to 
35 minutes. 

Dumplings like these are not 
for dilettantes or people on a 
diet. They are for people who 
want an all-out dessert. Such 
people naturally will douse the 
dumpling well with a_ thick 
sauce, or some thick cream either 
whipped or plain, or maybe a 
generous hunk of half-melted ice 
cream.

Mix and sift a couple of cups 
of all-purpose flour, with three 
teaspoons of baking powder and 
half a teaspoon of salt. Cut in 
a third of a cup of lard and two 
tablespoons of butter. Mix it 
well, add two thirds of a cup of 
milk and stir it quickly to a 
soft dough. 

Roll the dough an eighth of an 
inch thick. Divide it into three 
pieces about eight by 12 inches.

FROM OVERSEAS: Jazz by European bands seldom comes up 
to American standards. Such is the case in Victor’s “Around the 
World in Jazz" (three 10-inch LPs). The set from Italy goes to thé 
Roman New Orleans Jazz Band which plays such standards as 
“Sister Kate” and “Muskrat Ramble” with rank amateurism. Arne 
Domnerus’s band represents Sweden, plays “Boogie Blues,” “That 
Old Black Magic” and others in the modern idiom. Domnerus, alto 
saxophonist who has done more than just listen to Charlie Parker, 
Pianist Gunnar Svenson and Trumpeter Rolf Ericson, who has 
played with American bands, and the others prove themselves better 
than average musicians. Nothifg much happens as Buddy Feather- 
stonhaugh’s Sextet and Harry Hayes’s band each play four numbers 
in the volume from England. After hearing the sextet’s “Soft 
Winds” and “Seven Come Eleven” we had to erase the memory 
by digging up the original Benny Goodman Sextet versions. Eight 
selections recorded at the British Festival of Jazz Concert in London 
in July 1951, are presented on a Decca 10-inch LP which also makes 
one better appreciate American Dixieland. Best sides are Humphrey 
Littiétin’s “It Makes My Love Come Down” and “Play Gypsies- 
Danee Gypsies” (a blues treatment of the “Countess Maritza” song) 
and. Joe Daniels’s “Barnyard Blues” and “Wolverine Blues.” Other 
combés heard are Graeme Bell’s Australian Jazz Band, the Saints 
Jazz Band, Freddy Randall’s Band and the Crane River Band.
